(Currently Amended) The phone adapter of Claim 16 Claim 13 , wherein the 
controller is configured to determine whether the called number corresponds to at least one 
predefined number, and further comprising a switch that is configured to selectively pass a 
signal from a phone to the PSTN based on the determination by the controller.

23 . (Currently Amended) A computer program product for routing calls in a 
communication system, the computer program product comprising program code embodied 
in_a computer-readable storage medium, the computer program code comprising:
